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+Docket Requirements for Hong Kong cases 



There are two distinct types of Hong Kong cases; New law and Old law. New law cases are filed after 
27JE1997 while old law cases are filed before . All Old law cases are automatically deemed granted and 
are now due for payment. 

Old Law cases will have the following Case type/Filing type/Grant information 

♦ Under the old law, the only type of patent obtainable was a confirmation of a GBRI or EPC(GBRI). 
Therefore, all cases should be docketed as a case type C , or a case type C and filing type E as that 
truly represents the type of case it is. However, our rules accommodate for those individuals who 
choose to docket their case with only a case type C or as a national filing. 

♦ Application date is probably the same date as the parent filing date 

♦ Does not have to have a grant date because all Old law cases are automatically deemed granted as of 
27JE1997; the date of the New law. 

♦ Will not have a publication date 

Application Number Schema for Old Law Hong Kong cases 

♦ Under the Old law, only patent numbers were assigned. The patent numbers could look like either of 
the following: 1302 OF 97 OR 2059/1996 

♦ The application number will either be the corresponding GBRI or EPC (GBRI) patent number or 
application number. 

Under the New law, two types of patents are obtainable: "Standard" national patents and Confirmations. 
"Standard" patents are docketed with a case type S, only have a lifetime of 8 years and are not very 
prevalent. The most popular type of patent is still the Confirmation. Now that Hong Kong is under 
China's rule, a confirmation of a Chinese case is now also possible. 

New Law cases will have the following Case type/Filing type/Grant information New Hong Kong cases 

♦ Should be docketed as a case type C for Chin and GBRI confirmations; can also be docketed as a case 
type C and filing type E for EPC(GBRI) confirmations, as that truly represents the type of case it is. 
However, our rules accommodate for those individuals who choose to docket their case as a national 
filing. 

♦ Parent filing date must represent the actual filing date of the parent (GBRI, EPC(GBRI) or CHIN case) 

♦ Application date must represent the actual filing date in Hong Kong. 

♦ If granted, grant date must represent actual Hong Kong grant date NOT the parent grant. 

♦ If published, the publication date must represent the actual Hong Kong publication for inspection date 
NOT the parent publication date. Note, the publication for inspection occurs shortly after the filing 
date. 

Application Number Schema for New Hong Kong cases 

♦ The application number for Hong Kong is similar to that of EP applications. It contains 8 digits, a 
point and then a check digit. The first two digits represent the year it_was filed in Hong Kong. 

♦ If filed in 2000, the application number must have two zeros in front of the number. Leaving off the 
two zero's in the beginning causes difficulty when paying the annuity.

We hadn't talked for a long time and now we are talking all the time. Of course, I'm bothering you 
only because you are so creative and came up with a bunch of great inventions. :) 

Turning to business, we are in the process of the patent prosecution of one of your patent 
applications in China. It looks like there is a requirement regarding your and your co-inventor's
